How Files Are Ablo to Taste. 


The proboscis of the fly and the tongxies 


of bees and ants are furnished with num- 
erous delicate hairs set in minute pits. 
These are perhaps connected with the 
organ of taste, but though the exact local- 
ity of this sense in insects is uncertain, we 
know that the groups of cells in the tongues 
of animals, called taste bulbs, form in part 
the ends of the orjjun of taste. These vary 
in number, increasing in the higher ani- 
mals. They are very close and exceedingly 
numerous in man, while the tongue of even 
the cow has some 35,000 taste bulbs. 


It would be interesting to know whether 


each special taste excites a special group of 
nerves, and that only, thus corresponding 
to the auditory nerves, These taste bulbs 
were discovered iu ISO?, Each one consists 
of two. kinds of cells, one set forming an 
outer protective covering, through an open- 
ing in which project from 5 to 10 of tha 
true taste cells. Though important, they 
are not apparently an essential part of the 
organ, for birds and reptiles have none, 
but neither have they n Keen sense of taste, 
except perhaps the parrot.

Hot Water For IToinorrliago. 


It lias been tho practice among dentists 


for many years to stop hemorrhage after 
tootli extraction by tho direct application 
of cold water to tlio wound. 
Practitioners 


started with the idea Unit heat caused ex- 
pansion of and induced inoroanod bleeding 
from tho vessels; but, on tho other hand, 
that rold raused contraction. An advanced 
now recommends strongly the use of hot 
water for arresting bleeding. 


Dr. SehulT of Vienna adduces three cases 


in his own experience iu which the superi- 
ority of this method was demonstrated. Ho 
allowed one patient to take a large quanti- 
ty of cold water, and yet there w«.a no ap- 
parent diminution in the bleeding;. He 
then took a glass syringe and continuously 
applied hot water, in drops, to tho wouna, 
from which tho blood previously trickled 
without cessation. After a few seconds tho 
bleeding became less, ft coagulum was 
formed, and the (low of blood finally ceased. 
In the second case, Dr. Scheff used hot 
watcrut oner, and tho (low was instantly 
arrested. In the third case the wound had 
been bleeding freely for a long time, and 
various styptics had been applied in %aln, 
when hot water was tried. The hemor- 
rhage was immsdiat ?ly slopped and did not 
recur.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

CLEVELAND'S SPOILS CODE. 
The Washington correspondent t 


the New York Press says: From di 
rect statements by President Clevelani 
Postmaster General Bissei aad othe 
members of the Cabinet, made duriu 
the week to visiting Congressmen, th 
following code of rules can now b 
given as those which will govern a 
appointments to the public servic 
uudei' tbis Administration : 


First—Incumbents will be rctaine 


in office until their commissions expir 
unless there is; voluntary resignation 
When tl.ere is no commission fixin 
tenure the efficient incumbent will b 
permitted to serve for four years fron 
time of appointment. 


Second—No one who held office un 


der the former Cleveland Administra 
lion will be again appointed to office 
the only exceptions being railvvay ma 
clerks and postoffice inspectors. 


Third— No appointments will b 


made in Slates having spring Stat 
elections unr.il after the elections hav 
occurred. 


Fourth—All postmasters must di 


vorcethemselves f.om privatebusines: 
exceptinginstances where, in the fourt 
class, the pay is so small that post mas 
ters will not give undivided time t 
the post office. 


Fifth— Appointments will not 


made upon magnitude of petitions o 
indorsements alone, but the character, 
appearance arid evident fitness of the 
applicant for the place must also be 
consider -d. 


Sixth—As appointments are of an 


Executive, and not of a political char- 
acter, recommendations by primary 
election will not prevail. 


Seventh—No exception will be made 


to rule 2 in favor of applicants who 
were removed from office by the last 
Administration before they had served 
the full term of four years, no matter 
how brief their service may have been. 


_ • Rule 1 does not apply to foreign 
minions, to the higher grades of con- 


uls and to assistant secretaries and 
biefs of bureaus. 
It is intended, 


owevcr, to cover that vast class of 
atronage included in the Post Office, 
ntornal Revenue and Customs service, 
lule 2 is flexible, and will be made to 
over appointees under the first Cleve- 
and Administration who are still in 
iositions outside of the classified ser- 
ice. 


The very first appointment made by 


his Administration was an exception 
o this rule. This was the removal of 
he colored messenger at the door of 
he President's private secretary and 
he reappointinent of the man who was

irst attention to the elections, and 
fter that to the offices. 


BOROUGH AUDITORS. 


The office of Borough Auditor is 


iccoming one of the best paying. A 
ow years ago it went begging anc 
those who acsepted it did so for the 
wnor and had little or no difficulty to 
secure it at the polls. It only paid 


officers in those times, and occasional!; 
it was hard to get that much. Now 
the auditors ;;et $25 each for auditing 
the Borough Council accounts, $15 or 
$20 each for auditing the School Boarc 
accounts, anJ tliis year the Count 
Commissioners will be asked to allow 
$15 for the trouble in looking after 
each poll, so that will give each of the 
Auditors about $75. 
It seems a high 


figure when compared with the old 
time compensation, yet when one takes 
into consideration the time the Audi- 
tors must give to the examination of 
accounts, tho scrutinizing of checks 
and vouchers, the running about to 
have this and that explained and the 
preparation of the report for publica- 
tion, beside.', the duties required by 
tho Baker ballot law the compensation 
is none too n.uch.-Shenandoah Herald.

Exercising executive functions, you 


have, mainly through the work of your 
several standing Committees, accom- 
plished in brief," as follows : 


Through your Committee on Finance 


and Public Property, you have care- 
fully watched the finances of 
the 


Borough, and have looked closely after 
the public property, but the work of 
this Committee is so fully shown in 
detail in the financial statement, that 
I will not enlarge upon it here, further 
than to remark that the year closes 
with a comfortable balance on the right 
side of the account, a condition of 
affairs to which you are largely in- 
debted to the carefui, intelligent and 
aains-taking attention of the Chairman 
of that Committee. 


Through your Committee on Streets 


and Highways, you have macadamized 
Bath St, from Otter St. to Buckley ; 
you have paved with Belgian blocks 
that part of Mill Street lying between 
the Canal bridge and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad; you have made a good be- 
ginning in the placing of permanent 
raoniiioents to mark the lines of the 
streets; you have placed a number of 
iron covers over the gutter crossings ; 
you have laid down various flag-stone 
street crossings ; you have had a new 
bridge built over the canal at Jefferson 
Avenue , you have placed several ad- 


OD a strictly business basis, and to 
make that basis so firm and broad, 
that subsequent legislation may have 
ample room on which to stand and 
expand itself ia the direction of, and 
in accordance with, a liberal, progres- 
sive and comprehensive plan. 


That plan in its entirety, contem- 


plates providing the llorough with a 
satisfactory system of seweis; with a 
satisfactory system of properly paved 
streets, which shall at ill times be 
satisfactorily policed, aud at night 
satisfactorily lighted ; with a satisfac» 
tory system of protection from damage 
by fire, and with a satisfactory method 
of looking after and caring for the 
public health. To you and your suc- 
cessors is committed the task of ar- 
ranging the detail, by means of wbicb, 
step by step, these results may be 
finally accomplished 


An important move in the proper 


direction has already been made, in 
the application to the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth for the re- 
strictive clause in the Borough Charter 
which prevents the Borough from ob^ 
taining the means whereby to prosecute 
the necessary work. I most sincerely 
trust that no divided sentiment will 
mar the efficacy of the present unity 
of feeling on this subject. 
It is a 


matter o( deep-seated ana keen regret, 
that it seemed needful for wasting 
disease and gritu death to levy tribute 
upon our people, before action in tbis 
direction seemed to offer any hope of 
success, and I should consider it a 
dark day <br Bristol, should such effort 
be relaxed.

Through your Committee on Fire 


Piotection, the apparatus of the two 
fire companies of the Borough has been 
kept in a proper degree of efficiency, 
aud several necessary articles have 
been added to their equipment.

the opinion of this Committee, how- 
ever, that an additional thousand feet 
of hose will be necessary to fully com- 
plete that equipment. 


Through your Committee on Police, 


jou have maintained the peace and 
good order of the Borough tn a highly 
satisfactory degree, and have taken 
care that houseless and homeless wan- 
derers should be kejjt under pioper 
surveillance whilst iu the town. This 
noik has been done with a force 
scarcely adequate in numbers, to the 
duty exacted from it. 


Through your Committee on Sani- 


tary aud Poor, you have Lad to deal 
with an exceptional state of affairs, 
and the following fiorn the Chairman 
of that Committee, in answer to my 
request, so fully details its work, that 
I give it to you as written : "The first 
act of the Committee was to make a 
thoiough aud careful inspection of the 


hole Borough. 
All unclean alleys 


were ordered to be put in a healthful 
condition, bad drainage carefully cor 
reeled, objectionable cess-pools ordered 
cleaned, and every known nuisance 
ordered abated. 
Many indigent per- 


bous have been relieved, and seven 
transported to tiie County Alms-house. 
Twelve people begging assistance have 
aeen forwarded to Frankford and 
Tienton. The poor hive been supplied 
with medicine and medical attendance. 
.ind bills amounting to $50 have been 
jaid therefor. The Committee found 
it necessary in August, to issue a cir- 
cular relative to the prevention of 
l/liolera, and a copy placed in the 
hands of every family within the 
Borough limits. 
Again in November, 


a circular relative to the prevention 
and restriction of 
Diphtheria was 


issued and circulated, and in January, 
Circu'ar No 3, for the purpose of 
checking the spread of Typhoid Fever. 
" Precautionary 
measures 
were 


taken with regard to the water supply, 
and the services of a medical inspector 
from the State B ard of Health were 
secured. Four samples of tbe Borough 
water weire forwarded to an expert 
analyst, two of which were pronounced 
unfit for use, the other two considered 
proper for drinking purposes. 
An 


Ordinance to prohibit the keeping of 
pigs within the corporate limits of the 
Borough after March 1st, 1893, was 
framed, and placed before tbe Borough 
Council, and was carried. 
The gar- 


bage has been satisfactorily removed 
from all parts of the Borough, every 
48 hours throughout the year." 


Several matters of great importance 


to the community were placed in 
charge of special Committees. 
Of 


these matters, that relating to the re- 
vision of the 
Ordinances of 
the 


Borough, is still in the hands of its 
Committee, and 
although a large 


amount of attention and work has been 
bestowed upon it, it is not yet in shape 
for final presentment. 
Also the mat" 


ter of the applications for the privilege 
of the use of the public streets by 
electric railways, remains undecided, 
and it is likely that these matters may 
have to be passed en to your successors 
for final action. The renewal of the 
contract with the Bristol Water Co., 
for a water supply for the fire hydrants 
of tbe town, has been effected on a 
basis favorable to the finances of tbe 
Borough, the Water Co. donating the 
water used for such service. 


All this constitutes in the main, 


your work for the past year, and, taken 
in connection with the work of the 
previous year, makes a record with 
which the administration of the affairs 
of the Borough, as represented b> the 
result of the election of FeVy 1891, 
must of need be content. How far it 
has justified prediction or fulfilled 
hope, is not for me to say. 
And now, 


understand that so loiig as you return 
to the community a fair proportion of 
the money exacted from it in taxes, 
you will be fully sustained, and that 
when you cease to do that, you will be 
"turned down," as you deserve to be. 
You must not be led away by_the spe- 
cious cry of "low tax," or "high tax," 
for such cries, coming from those who 
generally use them, mean precisely 
the reverse of what they really are. A 
tax of ten cents, of which but three 
cents are returned in the shape of 
results, is an infinitely higher tax than 
one of ten dollars, of which ten hun- 
dred cents are so returned. 
There- 


fore pay no heed to such cries, they 
are meaningless and misleading, but 
use all your energies for the procuring 
for the Borough of Bristol, as rapidly 
as is consistent with good business 
management, and at as reasonable a 
price as possible, all the advantages 
that modern science can offer, to maKe 
her pre-eminent in the Commonwealth, 
as a well sewered, well paved, well 
policed, well lighted, healthy town.

if at times I may have seemejd harsh,, 
and given stronger blows tuari"cbum 
be fairly termed "love taps," it was 
with no intention to wound, but merely 
to "wake her up," and have her take 
an interest in life, and induce her to 
assume the place to which her honored 
history and magnificent location, so 
justly entitle her. 
In dropping my 


citizenship here, I take it up again at 
no distant point. 
I shall be near 


enough to you to feel your pulse-beats 
and know bow life is running its course 
with you, and as you keep on in the 
good work of broadening and strength- 
ening the foundations of your local 
government, and rearing thereon a 
splendid edifice of material prosperity 
that shall be the admiration and envy 
of all beholders, no one will more 
heartily rejoice, no one will be afforded 
more pleasure, than he who now says 
to you, Farewell.
